Mrs. ^phronia Potter this morninr 
tiled a bill of complaint in the circuit 
court commendog an action to remove 
cloud from her title to extensive real 
estate possessions in St. Joseph, prop­ 
erty claimed by tbe Martin estate and 
nchuUng several of St. .Toseph’s prin­ 
cipal business blocks, the most valu­ 
able of which is the building occupied 
by (iibbon Bros, and E. S. Curran. 


Mrs. Potter petitions for an injunc­ 
tion restraining the heirs of the Mar­ 
tin estate.from selling the property un­ 
til after the court hiis passed U])on the 
»remises. 
The Martin heirs, who are 
made defendants to Mrs. Potter’s suit, 
are John and Henry Martin, Alice Bal* 
eugee, 
James A. Cana van, Conrad 
{amerer, Sadie and William Martin. 
Vfrs. Potter claims a right to the above 
[»roperty by virtue of a deed of the 
same executed to her by her father, 
Benjamin C. Hoyt, many years ago, 
and the Martin heirs base their right 
to the same upon a deed delivered to 
their father, John Martin, by one 
named Brewer, whose part to the tran­ 
saction is fully set forth below. 


Mrs. Potter’s bill recites an interest- 
ng story. 
Her father. Benjamin C. 
ioyt, was once very wealthy. He was 
engaged in the banking business in 
St. Joseph for three years prior to 
873, when his institution went down in 
the general bank crash that came with 
the failare of Jay. Cook & Co., in 1871. 
lis liabiUties, it is alleged, amounted 
to 960,000 while his assets, mostly real 
estate, reached the magnificent sum of 
•m,ooo. 


Bankruptcy proceedings were begun 
against Hoyt in the district court of the 
Jnited States. 
Upon an agreement 
by Hoyt, it is alleged, to execute a 
trust deed of his property to Lyman 
Collins for the benefit of the bank 
creditors the promise was made to 
withdraw the proceedings in the fed­ 
eral court. 
The trust deed was exe­ 
cuted but, tbe complainant says, con 
trary to the agreement the prosecution 
was continued. Hoyt’s real estate was 
advertised and 
sold 
by 
Assignee 
Brewer, and tbe sales, tbe complainant 
altirms, were illegal in that they were 
not contirmed by tbe court. 


The entire 
Hoyt estate valued at 
2.'io,000 was sold by the assignee and 
rom tbe sales only enough was reali7.ed 
t is claimed, to pay scarcely more than 
I per cent of the $60,000 indebtedness 
ana when B. C. Hoyt returned from 
\ilississippi where he went immediately 
after tbe failure be found bis resources 
exhausted and many of bis debts un 
paid. 


1 be small amount realized from the 
sales, it is represented, was due to tbe 
doubt in tbe bidders’ minds as to 
whether Brewer, the assignee, or Col­ 
ins, to whom tbe trust deed was ex­ 
ecuted, held the better title. 
At any 
rate buyers for tbe property were few 
and from the sales made only a mere 
ittance, it is contended, was realized, 
obn Martin paying less than $400 for 
property valued at thousands. 


At the close of tbe sales, it is claimed 
Collins gave Brewer a quit claim deed 
of bis interest in tbe estate, and it is as­ 
serted that Collins disregarded his 
duties us trustee and simply held tbe 
trust deed as a cloud on the property 
until after Brewer had disposed of the 
estate.

On Plea of Illness Talbot Tried to 
Get a Continuance but the 
Court Waa Firm.

A NOVELIST’S BRIDE. 


The betrothal and marriage of Mme. 
Octave Fouillet is told by herself, with 
charming naivetoand wit»tiu *'Qnelqnes 
Aimea de Ma Vio." 


I was nearly 10 years old. My moth­ 
er insisted that I must marry. Every 
week she presented a new aspirant, but 
when, after each interview, she asked, 
"Does this ono suit you?” I replied, 
**No, not this QUO. ” 


My futhor urged me also. It was gen­ 
erally during our horseback rides iu the 
country, while we let our horaes walk 
along the pretty routes, that ho under­ 
took niy couvcrition. 


**I know 80U10 ono, ” he aaid one day,

ONCE A RICH 


Strange Chain of Circumstances 
Robs Benjamin C. Hoyt of 
His' Fortune. 


STORY OF A BANK FAILURE. 


It Is Rocallod by a Bill of Complaint 
Plied Today In the Circuit 
Court. 


Mrs. Sophronia Potter this mornint; 
filed a bill of complaint in the circuit 
court commendog an action to remove 
a cloud from her title to extensive real 
estate possessions in St. .Joseph, prop­ 
erty claimed by the Martin estate and 
including several of St. .Toseph’s prin­ 
cipal business blocks, the most valu­ 
able of which is the building occupied 
by Gibbon Bros, and E. S. Curran. 


Mrs. Potter petitions fdr an injunc­ 
tion restraining the heirs of the Mar­ 
tin estate.from selling the property un­ 
til after the court has passed u|)on the 
premises. • The Martin heirs, who are 
made defendants to Mrs. Potter’s suit, 
are John and Henry Martin, Alice Bal- 
eagee, 
James A. Cana van, Conrad 
Kamerer, Sadie and William Martin. 
Mrs. Potter claims a right to the above 
property by virtue of a deed of the 
same e.xecuted to her by her father, 
Benjamin C. Hoyt, many years ago, 
and the Martin heirs base their right 
to the same upon a deed delivered to 
their father, John Martin, by one 
named Brewer, whose part to the tran­ 
saction is fully set forth below. 


Mrs. Potter’s bill recites an interest­ 
ing story. 
Her father, Benjamin C. 
Hoyt, was once very wealthy. He was 
engaged in the banking business in 
St. Joseph for three years prior to 
1873, when his institution went down in 
the general bank crash that came with 
the failure of Jay. Cook & Co., in 1871. 
His liabiUties, it is alleged, amounted 
to 960,000 while his assets, mostly real 
estate, reached the magnificent sum of 
$235,000. 


Bankruptcy proceedings were begun 
against Hoyt in the district court of the 
United States. 
Upon an agreement 
by Hoyt, it is alleged, to execute |t 
trust deed of his property to Lyman 
Collins for the benefit of the bank 
creditors the promise was made to 
withdraw the proceedings' in the fed­ 
eral court. 
The trust deed was exe­ 
cuted but, the complainant says, con­ 
trary to the agreement the prosecution 
was continued. Hoyt’s real estate was 
advertised and 
sold 
by 
Assignee 
Brewer, and the sales, the complainant 
atWrms, were illegal in that they were 
not confirmed by the court. 


The entire 
Hoyt estate valued at 
$21^,000 was sold by tlie assignee and 
from the sales only enough was realized 
it is claimed, to pay scarcely more than 
U per cent of the $GO,000 indebtedness 
and when B. C. Hoyt returned from 
Mississippi where he went immediately 
after the failure he found his resources 
exhausted and many of his debts un­ 
paid. 


'1 he smtiU amount realized from the 
sales, it is represented, was due to the 
doubt in the bidders’ minds as to 
whether Brewer, the assignee, or Col­ 
lins, to whom the trust deed was ex­ 
ecuted, held the better title. 
At any 
rate buyers for the property were few 
and from the sales made only a mere 
pittance, it is conteddcd, was realized, 
John Martin paying less than $400 for 
property valued at thousands. 


At the close of the sales, it is claimed, 
Collins gave Brewer a quit claim deed 
of his interest in the estaie, and it is as­ 
sorted that Collius disregarded his 
duties as trustee and simply held tiie 
trust deed as a cloud on the property 
until after Brewer had dis{x>sed of the 
estate. 


If the case comes to trial it is »ix- 
pected tome 
interestinti disclosures 
will be made.

CASE WAS HALF CONCLUDED.
